An intelligence report was received on 1.7.2002 abput the presence of two sections 
(approx. 15 in number) Peoples Guerilla Army Platoon jof PW in the hillock ranges of 
Nerella village of Dharmapur) PS of Rarimnagar Distt. Sjiri Y. Gangadhar, Addl.SP with 
Shri C. Nageswar Rao, Inspector and N. Madhusudhan Rejddy, Addl.SP(Ops), Karimnagar 
chalked out a detailed plan with five parties including tyo Grey Hounds special assault 
units tor neutralizing the PW* extremists, Shri Y. Gangadhar himself led one assault unit 
Surya accompanied by S/Shri N. Madhusudan Reddy, Ajddl.SP, C. Nageswar, Inspector 
and N. Venkata Swamy, Sub Inspector so as to have overall command over the operation 
and to coordinate all participant Units in the above operation. In the Night of 1.7.2002, 
five units were despatched to the Nerella area in pursuance of the above information and 
combing was started. On 2.7.2002, Shri Gangadhar noticed movement of some persons in 
the skyline of the Sankenaboru hillocks in the Nerella hillock range. Shri Gangadhar 
divided the party into two flanks and stalked towards the Sankenaboru hillocks in order to 
check the presence of extremists. Shri Y. Gangadhar and jShri Nageswar Rao with eleven 
Grey Hounds Commandos as one flank and Shri N. Madhusudan Reddy and Shri N. 
Venkat Swamy with ten Grey Hounds Commandos in another flank started climbing the 
hillock. The extremists (approx. 15 in number) who were taking shelter there noticed the 
police parties and started indiscriminate firing with AK 47, SLR and .303 rifles. The flank 
led by Shri Gangadhar faced the first firing from the extremists, though they did not have 
any proper cover. 1 hey took ground cover and started crawling towards the hilltop while 
retaliating the heavy firing of extremists. Meanwhile, the other flank led by Shri Reddy, 
Addl.SP opened another firing line and extremists sandwiched between the firing of these 
two flanks and this firing lasted for more than 40 minutes in which the platoon of Peoples 
Guerilla Army of PW gave stiff resistance to the assault police party. After the firing 
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ceased, 4 dead bodies of Left Wing extremists were found from the encounter area. These 
four dead bodies were identified as Nylakonda Rajitha @Padmakka, NTSZC member and 
Divisional Committee Secretary, Karimnagar West Division of CPI-ML PW, carrying a 
reward of Rs.5 lakhs, Madipalli Kanakaiah @ Sagar Commander of Special Action Team 
and Special Guerilla Squad carrying a reward of Rs.2 lakhs, Uppala Srinu @ Vikram, 
Member of Spl. Guerilla. Squad and Manasa @ Kancherla Meenamma, Guard to 
Padmakka. One AK 47 Rifles, one SLR & two .303 Rifles were recovered after the 
action. 

In this encounter S/Shri Y. Gangadhar, Addl.S.P., ,N. Madhusudan Reddy, 
Addl.S.P., C Nageswar Rao, Inspector & N.Venkata Swamy, Sub-Inspector displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 27.4.2000 at 8.30 hrs the OSD, Warangal received an input from one Cl that about 25 
PWG extremists including its District Committee Secretary (DCS), Rama Krishna and his wife are 
holding a meeting in the Chandragiri hillock range near Koukonda village of Warangal District. 
The OSD called Greyhounds assault unit stationed at Warangal City and five district guard units^ 
planned an operation and deputed the police. At 100 hrs the OSD received the message that the 
firing is going on between the PWG extremists and the police and one constable was injured in the 
crossfire. When SI U. Sanjeev and his party reached the spot with the OSD, all police personnel 
gathered at one place and started jubilating at the site, of encounter. Suddenly SI U. Sanjeev and 
his party came under heavy gunfire from the hillocks and the police personnel ran helter skelter. 
SI U Sanjeev brought his men back to safety. Due to continuous chasing and firing coupled with 
scratching heat, some of the assault units expressed their inability to conduct further operation. At 
this juncture SI U. Sanjeev volunteered to become leader of the group to go ahead. He was 
assisted by three young RSI’s. While OSD and other men gave the cover fire, SI U. Sanjeev and 
his team scaled the hillock taking the grave risk of getting hit by the bullets of the enemy, as they 
were not having the bulletproof jackets. During this pursuit they threw some grenades to drive the 
enemy out of caves, which did not help as the entire foliage got torched creating a lot of smoke. 
SI U. Sanjeev and his colleagues following the instructions of the OSD, charged into the caves 
where they had face to face encounter with the militants in which five extremist including 
Warangal City Committee Secretary, Shyam,.Warangal District Committee Member, Rajaram and 
LGS Commander of Station Ghanpur, Swapna got killed. These extremists were responsible for 
the killing of several policemen and civilians. One 9 MM carbine, one SLR, two rifles .303, one 
.41 0 musket and six SBBL / DBBL weapons w ere recovered from the possession of extremists. In 
this encounter, a total of 12 extremists were killed. 

In this encounter, Shri U. Sanjeev, Sub-Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty and made supreme sacrifice in the maintenance of the highest tradition of the 
service.

One, Mohammed Haneef @ Yameen Takla, of Mumbai was the leader of one of the gangs 
of Chota Shakeel. He was wanted by Mumbai Police as he was involved in six murders and 10 
property offeinces in and around Mumbai. Since Mumbai Police gave him a hot chase, Haneef 
shifted his center of activity' to Hyderabad and carried out gang activities liaisoning with 1SI and 
Chota Shakeel clandestinely. Since Haneef being at large was detrimental to the society and that 
the I SI activities were rampant, Addl DCP T. Yoganand resolutely took the tasks of nabbing 
Haneef as a challenge. He secured an information that he was engaged in transporting fire arms 
illegally on 4.1 1.2001 about 0230 hrs in the bushes near Golconda. Haneef was sitting as a pillion 
rider while his associate was riding the scooter. Addl. DCP T. Yoganand with the West Zone 
Task Force sighted the approaching desperados in the dead part of night, but he had a very little 
time to organize. Any systematic plan to apprehend Haneef would have enabled them to escape. 
Hence the Addl. DCP T. Yoganand unmindful of his personal safety, fully aware of the hazards 
and risk to his life pounced on them, who were on the speeding vehicle. W hile the rider of the 
scooter sped away in the cover of darkness, Haneef drew his pistol and opened fire. Addl.DCP 
T. Yoganand and his team members immediately returned fire in self-defence resulting in the 
death of Haneef. After day break, one Chinese Pistol, four country made revolvers, 15 live 
cartridges of 8 MM pistol, one empty cartridge, one empty magazine, one explosive device and 
two live round of .30 pistol were recovered 

In this encounter, Shri T. Yoganand, Addl. Dy. Commissioner of Police displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of the high order.

Sammakka @ Bharthakka iv) Mekla Venkata Swamy (& Rajesh and v) Chandragiri

On 10.3.2002 information was received that a group of 100 to 150 PWG extremists were 
camping in the thick forest area of Nagavam Reserve and were planning to attack Eturunagram 
Police Station and to kill the police and loot the weapons. After ascertaining some more details, 
Shri Srinivas, Sr. Commando along with his unit started for the operations. On 11.3.2002 the 
troop was combing the area, the sentry of the PWG extremists noticed the police party and 
immediately opened fire. The other extremists camping nearby got alerted, took positions and 
started rapid firing on the police with automatic weapons. The lives of the police personnel were 
put to great risk because of the incessant firing from the extremists. In a rare display of courage 
Shri Srinivas went close to the extremists sentry post and threw a grenade taking great risk. The 
grenade explosion deterred the extremists, which enabled the police party to move forward. The 
Police party then came under heavy Light Machine Gun fire. In an exemplary act of bravery Shri 
Srinivas rushed forward and killed the extremist handling the LMG thus saving the valuable lives 
of several policemen. The deceased extremists who was handling the LMG was identified as 
Moola Ramesh, Khammam Military Platoon member. In this operation 8 extremists were killed, 
while Shri U. Sanjeev, SI also died. LMG-1, SLRs-2, .303 Rilfle - 2, 9 mm Carbine -l, DBBL- 
3, LMG & SLR magazines - 4, Live rounds - 30 were recovered from the site of encounter. 

In this encounter Shri'K. Srinivas, Sr. Commando displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

The Commando Force located the hide out of Tutli Singh and his gang 
and participated in encircling the house of Subodh Singh wherein the desperadoes were camping. 
While this was being done, some of the members of the gang resorted to firing at the police. Shri 
Tripurari warned them. One of the bullets hit left hand of the officer as he was on the fore-front of 
the action and challenging the gangsters to come out and see that they were already surrounded 
from all sides by the armed police men. Immediately he fired from his service revolver. This was 
followed by firing from the armed force. Some six to seven criminals came out of the back side 
doors of the house of Subodh Singh facing west direction . While coming out they continued 
firing at the police . They were chased by Shri Tripurari Singh. The officer-in-charge Tripuari 
Singh who under took risk on his life even when he was hit by a bullet of the criminal. Shri Singh 
slowly and cautiously went near an injured criminal who had fallen on the ground while fleeing 
away with his associates. Blood was oozing out from his wounds . He had received bullet injury 
into his chest . He had a carbine in his right hand . The officer-in-charge took the carbine in his 
hand , opened its magazine and found 9 live cartridges of 9 M.M in it. On being checked further, 
the number of the carbine appeared to have been erased. The injured criminal was identified as 
Tutli Singh who died later on. The fleeing criminals were identified as Niranjan Singh, Ramavtar 
Sharma, Sanjay Munna all of village Hario. 

In this encounter, Shri Tripurari Singh, Sub-Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of the high order.

On a information regarding presence of militants inside the holy shrine at Villge Qoigam, 
Distt. Baramulla, SOG Budgam with the backup support of 194 Bn. BSF, 2-RR and 122 Bn, 
CRPF, Cordoned the said holy shrine during the intervening night of 29*30 July, 2001, Militants 
inside the holy shrine were asked to surrender, but they did not pay heed to the warning and 
opened indiscriminate fire upon the troops in which Capt. R.K. Bahugna of 2-RR was injured 
critically. Despite continuous firing by the militants upon the troops, the troops did not retaliate 
the firing keeping in view the sanctity of the mosque. In order to neutralize the militants and 
ensure that sanctity of the mosque is not violated, it was decided to launch a precise operation. 
Shri Sunil Dutta, S.P. Ops, Budgam took charge of the situation and planned die operation. He 
personally led the team from the front in face of heavy firing and lobbing of grenades by the holed 
up terrorists. The officer without caring for his personal safety crawled up to die shrine under the 
covering fire from the police personnel. He managed his entry in to the mosque and with great 
skill and determination, was able to eliminate all the three holed up militants. The operation lasted 
for more than eight hours and no damage was caused either to the mosque or to police party. 
Three AK-47 Rifles with 3 AK Magazines were recovered from the slain militants.

The 
two officials were part of regular deployment outside the temple gate, which consisted of one SI, 
and three officials of PS city and one section of CRPF. The terrorist while moving towards city, 
chowk shot dead two persons besides injuring 18 persons. Enroute, he also threw a grenade into a 
Cello Car being in front of .Hari Theatre destroying it completely. SI Vishal Sharma and 
Constable Nirmal Prakash continue to chase the terrorist even at the risk of being fired upon by 
him. They eventuly succeeded in killing this terrorist. The second terrorist who had entered the 
Ragunath Ji Temple killed a lady pilgrim and a temple employee. Constable Dheeraj Kohli 
showing presence of mind and a sense of responsibility chased the militant who sought shelter in a 
small smadhi Temple located next to Natraj Temple. Constable Dheeraj Kohli fought valiantly 
with the militant who got killed when the grenade he was carrying exploded in his hand. 
Constable Dheeraj Kohli also got killed in this counter. 2 AK-47 rifles, 8 nos. of AK-Magazine, 
one Chinese Pistol with magazine,125 rounds of AK Rifles, 15 Nos. Pistol rounds and 7 nos of 
plastic grenades were recovered after the encounter.

On a specific information about the presence of militants ijn Chatterhama, Zakoora area and 
their plan to eliminate VVIPs. a joint team under the command of Shri Sunil Kumar, SP (Ops) 
Srinagar was constituted. On 20.11.2001, an operation was launched to nab the militants who 
were hiding in a house situated at the top of a hill. ^The operation party started cordoning the 
bouse from three sides. Party under the command ofShri Sunij Kumar climbed from the front. 
The party started ascending slowly, almost crawling as the slbpe was totally exposed to the 
militants hiding inside the house. Shri Sunil Kumar was informed that the militants had held 2-3 
civilians as hostage. As such a full scale assault would have endangered lives of these civilians. 
Shri Sunil Kumar asked Inspector Farooq Ahmed Reshi, Head cjonst Harbinder Singh and Const 
Narinder Kumar to come with him close to the house to evacuate,the civilians. Suddenly a volley 
of fire came from inside. Before the three could take the position, a grenade was thrown from 
inside which exploded very close to them. Without losing a second Shri Sunil Kumar decided to 
launch final assault as with delay terrorists might kill the hostages and escape from rear taking 
advantage of the darkness. All the three started crawling towards the house and when they were 
just 10 mtrs away they were again fired upon heavily from inside. Shri Sunil Kumar spotted the 
militants insides the house and opened fire on them. One militant fell down and another jumped 
out from window and came towards Shri Sunil Kumar. Immediately HC Harbinder Singh and 
Constable Narinder Kumar swung into action and fired simultaneously at him which resulted in 
instant killing of the terrorist j ust 5 meters away from them. The police rescued the hostages. The 
killed militants were Pakistani terrorists namely Hafiz Ashan Ali j@ Abdullah @ Dr. Showkatr @ 
Dr. Nayeem, Chief Commander of Al-Bader r/o Pakistan and Syed Talha Ahmed @ Amir @ 
Tanzeel @ Imran commander of AI-Bader r/o Pakistan. 01 Ak-47 Rifle,01 AK-56 Rifle, 04 AK 
Magazines, 15 rounds of AK Amn., 02 rifle Grenade, 01 Grenade thrower, 01 wireless set and 10 
Nos Matrix were recovered from the killed militants.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

In the early hours of 11.01.2002, Shri Ashok Kumar Gupja, IPS, DIG Anantnag; received 
an information from a source that 6 top militants including!2 district commanders, 1 Bn 
Commander and one Coy Commander of different militant out fits have gathered in a Gayar Kotha 
( Behak ) in Peer Panchal Mountains bodering with district Udhampur in D.H. Pora Tehsil 
Kulgam, 50 Kms from district Hqr, Anantnag to hold a meeting. It was also learnt that the 
militants may shift their hideout in the morning. Shri Gupta, DIG mobilized the forces during 
dark in sub zero temperature risking difficult gorges of snow covered mountains or a possible 
counter ambush en-route during dark hours, Shri Gupta, DIG moved with 14 Constables, of SOG 
Kulgam after informing security forces to follow immediately. ; The party led by him reached 
Naka Behak, Home Pathri at 0600 hours after climbing steep snpw clad mountains for 3 hours. 
The behak is 10500 feet above sea level above Doda Kuchan jungles. The party had hardly 
reached the militants started firing on the security personnel, i This unexpected development 
endangered the lives of the security forces, Which were still climbing and there was likelihood Of 
militants escaping after inflicting causalities. Shri Gupta took up ^he challenge and without caring 
for his personal life he along with Constable Niaz Ahmed decided to surprise the militants. Shri 
Gupta, DIG ordered the remaining party to take up defensive positions below and engaged the 
militants by giving steady but single shot reply. Shri Gupta, tjllG along with Constable Niaz 
Ahmed under took to climb the steep and treacherous hillock on the left flank. Within few 
minutes he along with Const Niaz Ahmed managed to reach on rfcar side of militants and opened 
heavy fire on them. The militants immediately took defensive positions. In the meantime the 
other security forces closed in and completed the cordon. The encqunter continued for about 7 
hours in which all the 6 militants were killed. A huge quantity of arms and ammunition was 
recovered from the Kotha, which was used as a hide out got burnt and destroyed in the exchange 
of fire.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On .14.11.2000 at about 11 a.m. on receipt of an information that one LML Vespa had been 
hijacked from Phayeng Village by 5/6 armed youths, 3 Commandos teams led by Inspector M. 
Mubi Singh , SI Th. Krishnatombi Singh and ASI Yusub Ali were detailed to conduct manhunt 
operation towards the aforesaid area. While the three Commando teams were approaching 
towards Singda Dam hill range, near Ireng Village, some armed youths suddenly fired upon the 
Commandos. The Commandos jumped out of their respective vehicles, took position and returned 
the fire. The Commandos under the overall operational control of Inspector M. Mubi Singh 
reacted tactfully and strategically. The team of SI Krishnatombi Singh surrounded from the North 
-Western Side, ASI Yusub Ali and his party surrounded from the southwestern side while 
Inspector Mubi and his party advanced forward towards the western side. It was hilly region with 
thick jungle ahead and the well-equipped extremists with proper pre-plan launched the attack oil 
the Commandos from an advantageous position. In spite of all these constraints and odd 
circumstances, the Commandos reacted swiftly and tactically. Ultimately, amidst the heavy firing, 
Inspector Mubi Singh followed by Rifleman lbungo fearlessly advanced forward by crawling and 
fired upon the youths. Some of the youths appeared to have sustained injuries due to fierce and 
gallant act of Inspector Mubi and Rifleman Ibugo. The youths having no alternative but to retreat 
away toward the hillside. Inspector Mubi informed SI Krishnatombi and ASI Md. Yusuf Ali over 
W.T. set that the youths having sustained injuries were fleeing away on the western hillside. 
Immediately, SI Krishnatombi and ASI Md. Yusuf Ali stopped their escape route from both sides 
and ultimately the two officers directly faced the youths. The extremists who were equipped with 
sophisticated weapons fired incessantly from behind the pine trees. However, SI Krishnatombi 
Singh and ASI Md. Yusuf Ali succeeded in eliminating two of the armed youths in the encounter. 
The youths were, later on, identified as 1) Chingangbam Jiten @ Nongdamba Thaoroijam Village, 
Maning Leikai and 2) Hijam Bisheshor Singh @ Macha of Phaknug Awang Loikal hard-corr 
activists of PL A. 2 (two) AK-56 riles loaded with 10 live rounds and 6 live rounds respectively 
were recovered from the spot.

Statement of service for which the decoration has awarded: 


On 17.8.2000, Inspector S.P Singh received an information from source that the 
gang of Dhan Singh Dheemar was roaming along the banks of the river Pahuj for the last many 
day along with eight kidnap-victms from District Jalaun, Police Station Daboh Distt. Bhind, 
M.P. and Police Station Pandokhar Distt Datia M.P. Shri S.P. Singh, Inspector appraised the 
Senior Superintendednt of Police, Jhansi about the information on telephone. D1GP, Jhansi also 
informed the SSP about the presence of Dhan Singh Dheemar gang in the dense forest spanning 
8 or 10 Km. adjoining the river Pahuj alongwith 8 kidnapped persons. The DIG handed over his 
informer to Shri S.P. Singh, since the presence of dacoit Dhan Singh in the ravines and jungles in 
the area adjacent to Datia (M.P) was confirmed by both the sources. It was decided to conduct a 
combing operations in the forest of Gattara Village Sajanni P.S. Samthar. . Accordingly on 
18.8.2000 a strike force was formed under Inspector S.P. Singh, which entered the forest for 
reaching at the place pointed out by the informer. At around 8.00 am the police party noticed that 
10-12 heavily armed people were approaching them. When the dacoit gang was quite near. 
Inspector S.P. Singh asked them to surrender since they were surrounded. The dacoits resorted to 
unprovoked firing. Due to the sudden firing, one bullet whizzed past the head of the Inspector 
Singh, who escaped death. Inspector S.P. Singh directed his team to take cover and start firing, in 
self-defence. A shrill cry was heard as if someone had been shot. A man came running towards 
them with his hands up, shouting that he was a kidnapped victim. To avoid bodily harm to any 
innocent person. Inspector S.P, Singh and his team stopped firing and chased the criminals, but 
they had managed to escape. ? The kidnapped victim identified himself as Pradeep Kumar 
Srivastava. During search, approaching cautiously. Inspector S.P. Singh saw that one of the 
dacoits was dead. This dacoit was later identified as Chhadairii Dheemar a diehard, notorious 
criminal and member of Dhan Singh gang carrying a reward of Rs. 22,500/-. He had earlier 
escaped from police custody with gang leader Dhan Singh and Prem Dhobi. The following items 
were recovered from the site of encounter:- 

(i) One .303 Bore Rifle (ii) One Belt having 10 Cartridges of .303 bore, (iii) One used Cartridge 
in the Chamber of Rifle. ( iv) One Belt having 25 Cartridges of .325 Bore, (v) One Belt having 
25 Cartridges of 12 Bore.(vi) 6 Nos. Chains made of steel.

Based on information regarding presence of militants bf National Socialist Council 
of Nagaland (Khaplang) group at Laju, a column under Subedar Naina Singh of B Coy was 
launched to kill/apprehend these militants, who were carrying out extortion from Laju 
village, Tirpa District. Subedar Naina Singh searched the entire village of about 200 
houses from 0700 hours to 1600 hours, On 2.5.2002 but then; was no sign of the militants. 
Thereafter, on his own initiative, Subedar Naina Singh led his troops down the steep 
mountainside through thick jungle to the jhoom huts of th<j village. Near one hut, the 
entrance to which was blocked, Subedar Naina Singh became suspicious and cordoned it 
with his troops. Thereafter taking one more jawan with him,(Subedar Naina Singh moved 
closer to the entrance and as he kicked it open, he spotted four to five persons sitting 
inside, with weapons. Sensing the grave danger posed to his ioops by the armed militants, 
Subedar Naina Singh immediately dived and pinned them dcjwn, simultaneously shouting 
for additional help, from his column. Immediately four morg jawans entered the hut and 
overpowered the other persons and recovered additional ^eapons. In a swift action, 
Subedar Naina Singh was able to capture five NSCN (K) militants alive and recovered four 
weapons including two AK-56 Rifles, one 7.62 mm SLR anjd one M-21 Rifle, without a 
shot being fired.

On 20.10.2001 at about 1345 hrs, on specific information about planting of lEDs by 
militants, Commandant R.S. Manral, ordered Road opening party deployed in that particular area 
to block likely escape routes of the militants. He drew his operation plan and mobilized available 
troops of 138 Bn and Special Operation Group, Comdt. Manral, divided the troops in three 
different parties and ordered them to cordon the entire area before launching search operation. 
After the search started, one of the search parties spotted three militants hiding in thick vegetation 
near a nallah. The militants opened heavy fire on the search party with their automatic weapons. 
Their fire was very intense, but seucurity forces neutralized the fire effectively. During this 
exchange of fire, one of the militants was killed on the spot. However, the remaining two 
militants attempted to escape taking advantage of undulating ground nallah and thick vegetation. 
But Comdt. Manral, who was present on the spot, sighted the fleeing militants and exhorted his 
party to intercept them. Comdt. Manral leading his party from the front without caring for his life 
in the face of bullets being fired by the militants started chasing them. The party succeeded in 
cornering the militants into a vegetable garden surrounded by boundary wall which provided good 
cover to the militants. The militants trapped inside the garden, engaged troops and exchange of 
fire dragged .on four some time. Comdt. Manral then decided to storm the vegetable garden to 
deny the advantage of ensuing darkness to the militants. He physically crawled with his party as 
close as 15 yards of the vegetable garden, from where he directed constable Bimlesh and 
Trilochan Singh of his party to lob grenades inside the vegetable garden to flush out the militants. 
Crawling further, the officer positioned himself and covered the escaped route of the militants. As 
a result of grenades thrown by Comdt. Manral’s party, two militants hold up inside the garden 
tried to escape from the vegetable garden by firing heavily on Comdt. Manral and his party. 
Comdt. Manral had anticipated this and was prepared for such an attempt. He engaged both the 
militants personally from close range and killed them on the spot. In this operation, a total of 
three dreaded militants of JEM group were killed. On searching of the area 02 AK rifles, 01 Pistol 
CZ, 03 Rifle Grenades, 02 receiver Unit IED, 05 Electric Detonators, 01 tiffin Box ( IED fitted) 
were recovered. 

In this encounter Shri R.S Manral, Commandant 120 Bn BSF displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage, devotion to duty of the high order.

State ment of service for which the decoration has been ft warded: 

On 14.05.2002, on the basis of a specific information regarding presence of terrorists in 
Kalahara forest, Shri Anu T.P. AC, Coy Comdr, 136 Bn. Triytth ( Rajouri), J&K planned a 
special operation. Shri Anu T.P. AC alongwith 14 ORS from Ops Base Manu moved into the 
forest at 1000 hrs, for a seek and destroy mission. While combing the forest area, the party 
observed suspicious movement of a women towards a Dhoke and she on questioning confirmed 
the presence of the militants in the area. AC Anu alongwith Cons table Balwinder Kumar tactfully 
advanced towards the Dhok, where terrorists were suspected to be hiding. As they were nearing 
the Dhok, two terrorists jumped out the door lobbing grenades and firing in an attempt to escape 
towards a nallah, where stops were already positioned. Constable Udhab Rabha showing his 
presence of mind reacted effectively, killing both the terrorists on the spot. Thereafter, 
intermittent firing continued from the Dhok where remaining terrorists were hiding. However, AG 
Anu and Constable Balwinder Kumar continued firing towards the Dhok, which prevented 
militants from escaping. AC Anu and Constable Balwinder Kumsr then tactically moved forward, 
by crawling and reached about 10 to 15 yards near the Dhok and took Commanding positions. 
After a little while, two more terrorists in a bid to escape came out of Dhok firing heavily. AC 
Anu displaying exemplary leadership and courage, killed both the militants on spot with Constable 
Balwinder Kumar. AC Anu anticipated that more terrorist could be hiding in the Dhok. In the 
mean time reinforcement from Tac HQ 136 Bn and 142 Bn arrived with Rocket launcher. Since 
the time was running out and the operation had to be accomplished before dark, the Dhok was 
demolished by firing rockets. On search of the debris dead body of one more militant was 
recovered in addition to the recovery of 3 No. AK 56 Rifles, one land grenade, 1 wireless set and 
amn. In all five foreign terrorists belonging to HM ( PPR) ard Al- Bader were killed in the 
encounter. '

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On receipt of an information on 9 th December 2001 a joint cordon and search operation 
was carried out in village Karpora ( Budgam). The village was encircled from the three different 
directions simultaneously and a separate inner cordon around the suspected house was also laid. 

A systematic search of the houses was undertaken. At about 0900 hrs, when the house of one 
Gulam Nabi Wani was being searched, the militants hiding inside suddenly opened heavy fire, 
accompanied by lobbing / firing grenades from UBGL. Constable Prempal Singh, who was in the 
inner cordon, came under the sudden barrage of bullets and grenade splinters of the militants. He 
sustained bullet injury' on his left forearm resulting in fracture of the radius bone . One bullet also 
hit him on the chest, but his BP jacket saved him. Undeterred and undaunted. Constable Prempal 
Singh, changed his position and stuck to his assigned task, unmindful of his injury. Continuing to 
be highly vigilant, he spotted One of the militants peeping through a window on the first floor of 
the house planning an escape. In utter disregard to his grievous bullet injury and shock of having 
been hit on his chest, Const. Prempal Singh decided to crawl to a better position from where he 
could fire more effectively at the militant. Exposing himself in the crossfire, he soon reached the 
chosen position and fired so accurately in spite of his injury that the militant was hit on his head 
and dropped dead from the first floor w indow, to the ground outside. The elimination of the first 
hardcore militant by Constable Prempal Singh boosted the morale of Ops party and demoralized 
the remaining two militants. The Ops party highly inspired by this display of dauntless courage, 
killed the remaining two militants in the fierce encounter. All the stain militants were identified as 
Pakistanis belonging to Jaish - e - Mohd outfit. On search of the area, 03 AK series rifles, 06 AK 
series Mag, 02 Chinese Pistol, 01 UBGL and amn were recovered.

Sub (G) Rakesh Dabral alortgwith four persons of DC(G) Team 
Bandipur immediately rushed to the site requesting Sector HQ Bandipur to send reinforcement, 
Sub(G) Rakesh Dabral led his team of five members and reached very close to the hideout located 
in a Nullah on a hill. On seeing the approaching troops, the hiding militants started firing 
indiscriminately. Sub (G) Rakesh Dabral and his team took position Ort ground and effectively 
retaliated the militant's fire. The reinforcer ent consisting of < >ne HG and 4 others, reached about 
50 ft behind the position of Sub (G) Rake:b Dabral. They wore asked to give close fire support 
from the flank. Sub(G) Dabral braving heavy volume of fire from the militants, crawled and 
reached close to the hideout and fired on the militants resulting In killing one of the militant on the 
spot. The other militant took shelter behind two big boulders and continued firing. Sub(G) 
Rakesh Dabral hurled grenades at the militants. Exchange ojf fire between militants and troops 
continued and finally the second militant was also killed, Skater on, the killed militants were 
identified as Javed code Deva S/O Mohd Amin Dewani R/C Kuttlitt, Bandipur and Abu Bakar 
R/O Multan ( Pak) belonging to LET outfit. Constable Javed Khan of 20 Bn BSF sustained minor 
splinter injuries during this encounter. On search of the area, 02 rifles AK Series, 102 Amn AK 
Series, 02 Wireless set and 04 Hand Grenades were recovered,

Phanda, Dist. South Garo Hills ( Meghalaya ) after performing their duty. All the three Jawans 
were crossing a damaged culvert when they were ambfished by militants between Boundary pillar 
No. U62/9-S and 1162 / 10-S. Militants opened a heavy volume of fire. Const Prakash 
Vaishanaw immediately jumped into the nullah and took position on a raised mound. As a result 
of firing by the militants Const Amarjit Singh suffered bullet injuries and succumbed on the spot. 
During the exchange of fire, one of the militants attacked Const Ram Asare Saroj with a Khukari 
in a bid to kill him and snatch his personal weapon. Constable Prakash Vaishnaw fired 
immediately and killed the militant on the spot. Another militant, who was hiding in the ambush 
attacked Const Prakash Vaishnaw but was also killed by effective fire. In the meantime. Const 
Ram Asare Saroj, who had suffered bullet injury also succumbed to the injuries. Remaning 
militant continuously fired on Const Prakash Vaishnaw to neutralize him. Due to brave, 
courageous and effective retaliation by Constable Prakash Vaishanaw, the militants fled the site 
which prevented them from taking the weapons of killed Constables. 04 hand grenades of 
Chinese make, 124 AK Rifle Amns and one magazine were recovered from the spot. Later, ft was 
learnt through media that two more militants suffered bullet injuries and one of them namely 
Sushanto Dango died on 02.02.2002 and another was in a critical condition.

Shri P.S. Sandhu, IPS. Karnataka (1989) was deployed under UN Peacekeeping Mission m 
Bosnia/Herzegovina & was Sarajevo Regional Commander in managing the International Pol see 
Task Force during the Dobrinja Arbitrage.. He was tasked to solicit and encourage local pobcc 
authorities to assist and contribute to the acceptance of the Arbitration Award, On 24/4/200! cm 
the announcement of Arbitration Award, the violence that was expected broke out. Shri San-u/Hi 
created and organized liaison between the Sarajevo Canton Ministry of Interior and the Republic 
of Srpska Police as well as IPTF Stations Sarajevo West and Sarajevo Central and political 
differences were overcome. His organisation and planning spread to the local police, Ministers and •« 
their Deputies and International Police involved in the operations. He operated from battle field, 
IEBL. He physically prevented the two ethnic groups from attacking each other when the houses 
were being attacked by missiles, cars were being set on fire and roads were being blocked by 
placing burning tyres at /intersections. Small arms fire was also encountered during that period. It 
was while this was happening the High Representative Mr Patritch himself informed that reliable 
sources had informed him of possible presence of a Rocket Propelled Grenade with Launcher 
amongst the mob which could be used against the IPTF, SFOR or the local Police. During the 
difficult period the Regional Commander briefed the IPTF monitors of this new development and 
advised them on additional safety precautions under circumstances. Commander P.S. Sandhu 
consistently used exceptionally sound judgement and diplomacy when faced with difficult 
situation. By careful diplomacy, he was able to convince the Assistant to the Dy. Minister qf 
Interior of Sarajevo Canton to make a written proposal for the Canton Police that could absorb 53 
RS police officer living in Dobrinja area into the ranks of the Canton Police. This accomplishment 
was conceived with a two fold proposal i.e. firstly the offer of employment for RS Police could 
help solidify the Dobrinja community and further neutralize the violence and secondly, the long 
tefm effect would enhance the safety and security of the community as the RS Police join up the 
Canton police live will work in Dobrinja Community. It took only 7 days to bring the Dobrinja 
Community back to a state of normalcy.

On hearing 
the burst firing HC Babu Lai Ram along with other CISF personnel escorting the survey party 
opened fire at the militant m retaliation to savcjhfcurfONGC officials and the other personnel who 
went for carrying out seismic survey. HC Babu Lai Ram being in-Charge of his sub unit 
immediately reacted & guided his personnel to fire eflfectiwly on the militants. In this process HC

round in left hand palm'and one round in the abdomen. In spite of his hi diet injuries the HC Babu 
Lai Ram had shown indomitable courage in retaliating fire till the mutants ran away from the 
place of occurrence.

On 29.07.1999 a convoy along with 4 Gypsies and one Leyland truck was detailed under 
the command of SI M.S. Bisht with 19 personnel for conveyance of Dr. B.L. Meena CMO, GC 
CRPF, Imphal coming to Silchar by Flight to advise personnel of 120 Bn. CRPF on anti malarial 
precautions. The convoy left Silchar at about 1630 hrs for unit HQ and crossed ROP points at 
about 1830 hrs. As soon as the convoy reached the Jirihat tea garden area at about 1900 hrs, about 
13 Kms away from Bn Hqr Uchathal, convoy vehicles came under sudden / heavy fire of 
automatic weapons from militants positioned on top of the surrounding hill features. The leading 
two Gypsies crossed the turning point and 3 rd vehicle came underfire from right side. However, 
the personnel traveling in it escaped un hurt. The 4 th vehicle Gypsy coming behind crossed the 
turning point, halted on right side of the road and the personnel swung into action in retaliating the 
militants fire. In the meantime, the last vehicle of SI M.S. Bisht, convoy commander came under 
heavy fire and the driver of the vehicle received bullet injuries on his right hand ,palm and left 
hand wrist. He immediately took the vehicle towards the right side hillock and stopped the vehicle 
and took position regardless of his injuries. SI M.S. Bisht in an attempt to jump.out from the 
driver’s side was badly hit by bullets on left thigh/Knee, right leg lateral surface and left hand. 
Despite grievous injuries all over his body SI M.S. Bisht got down from the vehicle and charged at 
the militants till he became unconscious. Ct. ( GD) Prithvi Singh who was in the last vehicle of 
convoy sensed the seriousness of situation and opened fire from his SLR and fired 17 rounds. 
When his SLR got obstructed, he crawled slowly inching towards SI Bisht, without caring for his 
life and took the AK-47 lying beside SI (GD) M.S. Bisht who was unconscious and fired about 15 
rounds intermittently with a firm determination to pin down the militants. Ct. Prithivi Singh 
exhibited exemplary courage in repulsing the attack of militants who were just 30 meters away 
from the spot, thus preventing them from taking away the weapons and wireless sets etc. 

In this encounter, Shri Prithvi Singh, Constable(GD) & (Late) Shri M.S. Bisht, SI CRPF 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of the high order.

On 18.4.2001 at about 0645 hrs S.P. Kathua telephonically informed Commandant 
39 Bn CRPF that a group of armed militants had entered in Kouli-Khabbal under village » 
area of Dingamb (P.S. Raj Bagh) and are staying in one of the Gujjar’s house. Shri R.P.S. 

Rana, Commandant along with 32 police personnel of Q.fc Team including Commandant’s 
escort party immediately rushed to the village and after reaching the road head walked one 
and half Km on foot inside the Hills and reached the vicinity of the said Gujjar’s house 
around 0730 Hrs. After proper cordoning the area and deploying his men, Shri R.P.S. 

Rana, Commandant, HC Gajender Prasad singh and Constable Murari Prasad Singh 
followed by 2 to 3 jawans advanced towards the Gujjaf’s house to ascertain the factual 
details and position of the militants. The militants spotted the approaching troops and tried 
to escape from the house firing indiscriminately and alsQ simultaneously lobbing grenade 
on CRPF party. Shri R.P.S. Rana, Commandant, C^tPF who was leading the troops 
from front without caring for his life, crawled forward aijid took position behind a big tree 
and fired a burst from his AK - 47 rifle on the fleeing militants. Mean-while HC Gajender 
Prasad Singh and Ct Murari Prasad Singh who were also with Commandant also crawled 
forward and opened fire which resulted in killing of two ipilitants on the spot and seriously 
injuring one more militant. In the mean time rest of the troops also opened fire from their 
respective positions. Inspector Pandey who along with his party was positioned on a 
dominating hill having clear view of the operation being parried out by the Comdt- 39 Bn, 
conveyed through his W/Set to the Comdt that he had seen 3 to 4 militants fleeing towards • 
the up hill of the north - east flank. The fleeing militants Were firing rapid bursts from their 
weapons and also threw grenades towards the troops, (jomdt Rana immediately directed 
his^arty to cover all escape routes towards eastern flank. He also directed Inspector 
Pandey to fire a H.E. Bomb towards the direction of fleeing militants. After the eastern 
flank had been covered by the party. Commandant Rana again directed Inspector Pandey 


l 
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to fire one more H.E. Bomb which resulted in temporarily interrupting the militants escape 
routes from all sides. Heavy firing continued from both the sides. The whole area by now 
was completely cordoned and covered from all the directions by other security forces also. 
After ensuring the cordon and covered from all the directions, Commandant Rana along 
with 3 to 4 jawans and 2 civil police personnel tactically advanced by crawling to search 
the house. When the party reached 25 to 30 yards short of the militants hide - out, 2 
militants were found dead along with their arms and amns. After recovery of arms and 
amns, and dead bodies, the search was continued to nab the other three fleeing militants. 
During the search suddenly a heavy burst was fired by one of the injured militant hiding 
behind a large boulder. Fortunately Commandant Rana, had a very narrow escape. He 
immediately showing exemplary courage crawled towards the backside of the militant 
hiding behind the boulder,- On hearing sound in the grass the militant suddenly turned 
around and Shri Rana and the militant simultaneously fired on each other. The busted 
fired killed the injured militants instantly. One AK-47, 4 Magazines, 1 W/Set and 14 Hand 
Grenades and large Qty of amns were later recovered from the slain militant. The 
following arms and amns were recovered by CRPF during the operation: AK-47 Rifles 
(4), AK-47 Magazines (20), AK-47 Amns -428, Wireless set (1), Hand Grenade -14 and 
dead bodies of Militants (3). After arrival of re-enforcement, a combing operation was 
carried out by the security forces, during which dead bodies of 4 more militants were 
recovered. A total of 7 militants were killed in this operation. 8 AK Rilfles, 50 AK 
Magazines, 1020 AK amns, one UMG with Magazines and 308 matching amns, one Pistol 
with 2 magazine and silencer, 4 no. of Wireless sets and 49 Hand grenades were recovered 
from the slain militants. .

E/112 Bn, CRPF was deployed at Lamdan for IOP duty. On 18.7.2000, continuously 
raining and fog had reduced the visibility on the road, j Shri Debashis Biswas, AC briefed the 
troops appropriately before moving for ROP duties. The ROP consisting of four sections under 
Shri Debashis Biswas, OC Coy left the camp at *0810 hours. The leading section was under 
command of SI Nabor Kujur. Other three sections were following this Section. All these sections 
were walking on road. When the leading section was about to move upward from road to position 
themselves on a hillock (the' place of their deployment), they came under heavy fire of 
sophisticated weapons by the PL A militants from the hil ock features. Fire was opened by CRPF 
personnel in retaliation immediately but by this time casualty had occurred. The’exchange of 
firing took place about 10-12 minutes. The militants numbering about 40 effectively pimted down 
the ROP with heavy fire. Retaliation by remaining three s ections was either aimless or ineffective 
as the retaliation was being done froni their positions witiout moving further toward the spot. In 
the ambush SI Nabor Kujur, CT Arun Kumar, CT Rang Lai Meena & CT Mukesh Kumar died. 

CT Mool Singh who was at the last place in the leading section also came under the heavy fire of 
the militants but did the commendable job and fired effectively from his SLR even after sustaining 
bullet injuries in both thighs (i.e fracture of thigh bone 6f both the legs) without caring his life 
until he lost consciousness. Because of his said daring alction, the militants had no option but to 
run away taking cover of thick jungle. He not only saveq his own life but also saved Arms/Amns 
& Radio instruments and precious lives of his other colleajgues.

On 5 th April, 2001 information regarding presence of a group of dreaded foreign 
militants in area Zeradi-Neel-Khora-Neel under P/S Banihal Distrist Doda J&K was 
received. A party under Command of AC Shri K.S. Rana and an armed STF party under 
the command of Shri Pritam Singh, Dy. SP (Ops), J&K Police left Banihal at 2130 Hrs. on 

5.4.2001 for Neel Top where D-Coy of 12 RR is located. To maintain the element of 
surprise vehicles were left at Chambalwas where the parties had reached about 2200 hrs. 
The CRPF and STF party reached D-Coy of 12 RR at Neel Top at about 0030 hrs on 

6.4.2001 after marching 15 Kms. on foot from Chambalwas. 12 RR Column was ‘also 
associated in this operation. The tasks were distributed/assigned to different parties. 
Column of 12 RR and party of J&K Task force were assigned the task to lay stops at 
possible escape routes/points. CRPF party comprising of 4 sections under AC K.S. Rana 
was assigned the task to comb the area and strike the suspected hideout. The parties 
accordingly left D-Coy 12 RR location Neel Top at about 0330 hrs on the 6,4.2001 
through assigned routes to secure their position. The STF and RR groups reached their 
assigned positions and laid the stops by 0500 hrs. After having moved through rugged 
mountainous terrain for more than 5 hrs continuously in pitch dark night at about 0600 hrs 
on 6.4.2001, the striking party of CRPF, which was advancing towards the suspected 
hideouts, came under heavy militants tire from various directions. Undeterred by 
militants fire. HC Hriday Ram Section coommander and CT Utpal Dev crawled and 
tactically advanced towards available cover and spotted two militants with AK-47/56 
rifles on the opposite side of flowing nallah. They retaliated and fired on mi'itants. AC 
K.S. Rana on noticing all this immediately rushed to leading section amidst militants fire. 
While so advancing, his movement was noticed by militants who sprayed bullets to deter 
his advance and he had a narrow escape. After coming forward, he took command of the

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situation and deployed his party and LMG group of the leading section at tactically suited 
vantage position. Amidst heavy militants fire at grave risk to their lives AC K.S. Rana 
along with HC Hriday Ram and CT Utpal Dev managed to cross the nullah through 
wooden planks laid over it. They crawled taking availablejnatural covers and reached very 
close to the militants position and fired on them. They lauched quick assault on the 
militants & gunned them down before they could flee, (pne AK - 47 and one AK - 56 
rifle wiih ammunitions and a W/set were recovered from the slain militants who were later 
indcntitied as Abu Khalid and Abhu Hafiz of foreign origin of out lawed LET outfit. The 
militants fire from the houses in the village Khom still continued on CRPF party and one 
section of CRPF party was engaged in exchange of fire, During exchange of fire two 
militants were seen fleeing towards ridge near village Kfeora and one of them was shot 
dead by this section of CRPF, Another militant in a bid jo escape climbed the ridge and 
kept thing on CRPF party. He was also chased by personnel of CRPF and was ultimately 
killed. The slain militants were identified as Abu Gulsjmn and Abu Akhasha both of 
foreign origin of LET group, One AK-47, one AK*Sl6 rifle, 4 Hand grenades and 
ammunitions were recovered from these 2 killed militants. iEven after this, the intermittent 
fire form the houses of village Khora on CRPF party continued. Shri KJ. Rana. AC and 
Column. Commander of 12 RR chalked out the further strategy to nab the hiding militants, 
After ensuring the evacuation of all the civilians at the safe place, Shri Rana and Column 
Corndr of 12 RR tightened the Cordon of the village. After repeated warning, when the 
militants did not surrender, both the officers directed to lire LMG, Rocket & Grenade on 
fhe houses/positions occupied by the militants as a result the house In which the militants 
had taken position caught fire. 2 charred bodies of militants were recovered which were 
beyond recognition, In This operation, 6 number of militants were eliminated and 
arms/mnns were recovered, j .

On 27.1.2001, on the basis of information revealed by an apprehended militant, two t 
platoons of D/128 Hn along with Civil Police under the command of Shri Love Kumar. Asstt, 

C omdt left for conducting raid of an underground camp located on a hilltop in dense jungle m 
Dubangal area of East Garo Hills, Meghalaya. While approaching the camp, the CRPF party was 
fired upon by militants. The CRPF men returned the tire and exchange of fire lasted for about 20 
minutes, The retaliatory tire By the troops was not found very effective as the bamboo groves 
around the militant camp were preventing the bullets from hitting the targets, AC Love Kumar 
along with four other ranks cautiously and tactically advanced towards the militant’s camp for a 
closer and more effective position, While moving so, the party saw one militant jumping down 
from the hill lo the lower area of dense vegetation, CT Ganesh Kumar, one of the members of 
advancing party, without losing time, ran after the fleeing militant At the same time, he also 
noticed that the militant was trying to change the magazine of his rifle, Ct Ganesh Kumar without 
thinking about the risk pounced upon the militant in a lightening speed and tried to overpower 
him This scuffle continued for a while, The militant however managed to free himself and raised 
his weapons to fire upon Ct Ganesh Kumar. At that critical moment, Ct Ganesh Kumar reacted 
uuickiv and shot the militant dead, later identified as Mote Marak (Mite) of ANVC group, the

St atement o f ser vice fo r which the decor ation has been aw arded: 

One section comprising of HC Narayan Singh (Section Commander), Ct Nirmal Prakash. Ct 
Bishan Singh, Ct Mustaq Ahmad Khan and Ct. Mumtaj Ali Khan of 136 Bn of CRPF was deployed for 
patrolling duty on 30.3.2002 in the area of Police Station City Chowk to Kanak Mandi, Residency Road to 
Raghunath Bazar in Jammu City. At about 1020, E/136 Bn CRPF on patrolling had reached Raghunath 
Mandir and was moving towards Hari Theatre. Suddenly on hearing the sound of firing and grenade blasts, 
136 Bn of CRPF rushed towards the site of incident. The Fidayeens had already shot down two civilians 
in front of the Hari Theatre near Raghunath Mandir. One of the Fidayeen saw the CRPF men rushing 
towards them. He opened fire on CRPF personnel. At that movement when a Fidayeen threw another hand 
grenade, he was identified by Ct Nirmal Prakash of E/136 Bn. The member of the crowd by the time had 
either taken shelter in various shops or were running away from the site of incident. The second Fidayeen 
got mixed himself with the running crowd and entered the Raghunath Mandir. Section Commander HC 
Narayan Singh in order to disperse the crowd in the highly crowded market, ordered Ct Nirmal Prakash to 
fire two rounds in the air. This gave an ooportunitv to isolate the Fidayeen. Seeing the CRPF men rushing 
towards him, he opened fire on CRPF personnel. The whole CRPF section on the direction of HC Narayan 
Singh, Section Commander, took positions. Because of the parking of vehicles HC Naryayan Singh and Ct 
Nirmal Prakash were unable to have aimed firing at the Fidayeen. At this juncture Ct Nirmal Prakash 
suddenly came out in the open facing the Fidayeen and aimed fire burst with his SLR which hit the head of 
the Fidayeen killing him instantaneously. Had Ct Nirmal Prakash not taken risk of his life and killed the 
Fidayeen, there would have been large scale causalities of civilians in the highly crowded Raghunath Bazar 
of Jammu City. The second Fidayeen was chased by the same CRPF Section and was surrounded inside 
the Raghunath Mandir-Jammu, which compelled the second Fidayeen to blow himself with the explosives 
materials/grenades tide to his waist. The Second Fidayeen had earlier killed two SSB personnel who were 
deployed for security duties at the Raghunath Mandir ground, JK Police Ct Dhiraj Kohli, Shri Laxman 
Dass, an employee of the Mandir and one lady namely Ratna Sharma w/o Mandal Lai r/o Gwalior (M.P). 
Ct Nirmal Prakash was again instrumental with the remaining Section of CRPF which has chased the 
second Fidayeen and ultimately resulting in his elimination in the shape of suicide. 1) AK-47 Rifle - 2 nos 
ii) Loaded Magazine - 3 Nos. iii) Empty Magazine - I No. iv) Hand Grenades - 6 Nos. v) Chinese made 
pistol - 1 No., were recovered from the slain militant.

Statement of service for whi ch the decoration has been awarded : 

On 27.10.2000 around midnight (2320 hrs) suspected LeT Fidayeen militants (suicidal 
squad)) attacked on the camp of ‘C’ Coy, 50 th Bn CRPF located at Surenkote. The attack by the 
i idayeen militants was mounted on the company post from rear side of the camp. Constable B.P. 
Roy who was on sentry duty in Morcha No. 3 located at the rear side of the camp observed the 
movement of a silhouette at a very close range from the Morcha. The militant had crossed the 
lower boundary wall and was in the process of sneaking into thelcamp area. Constable B.P. Roy 
sensing the eminent danger immediately raised an alarm to alert 1 all other sentries as well as the 
personnel present in the camp, simultaneously he came out of hisisentry post without carrying for 
this life and fired upon the I idayeen militants. However while doing so his rifle was got hit by the 
extremist s bulict damaging the slide-cocking handle rendering it,ineffective/non-functional. The 
extremist was f iring volley of burst from automatic weapon wfich hit Constable B.P. Roy fatally 
injuiing him and later on he succumbed to his injuries. The militant sensing the opportunity 
moved ahead towards the residential line to inflict more causalities. However when the militant 
leached near Morcha No. 7 where Constable Lakhwinder Singh was on duty and was already 
alerted because of the alarm raised b> Constable B.P. Roy and subsequent firing, Constable 
Lakhwinder Singh started firing on the Fidayeen militants and did not allow him to move further 
up. 1 he firing by Contable Lakhwinder Singh was so effective that it hit the Fidayeen militant 
seriously injuring him which resulted the extremist beating a hasty retreat towards the boundary 
wall in the direction of Morcha No. 3. Later on when the firing stopped, thorough search of the 
entire camp and the adjacent area was carried out by the coy personnel. The dead body of 
Constable B.P. Roy was found outside Morcha No. 3 and the dead body of Fidayeen was found 
outside the boundary wall. The dead body of the Fidayeen militant was later identified as LeT 
suicidal squad member (Fidayeen extremist) hailing from Saudi Arabia. Following arms and 
Amns were recovered from the Fidayeen militant: 

1) Rifle AK-47 -1 no. 

2) Mag Ak-47 - 7 no. 

3) AK- 47 Amns - 100 rds, 

4) Hand Grenade - 4 no.

Statement of service for which th e decoration has been awarded : 

On 21.02.2002 Shri Kundan Prasad, AC, ITBP Manigam Post received an 
information about the movement of terrorists belonging to Hizbul- Mujahideen in village 
Tsuntwaliwar in Distt. Srinagar. A Cordon and search party led by Shri Kundan Prasad. 
AC, left for Tsuntwaliwar village at 0100 hours on 22.2.2002. While carrying out the 
search Shri Kundan Prasad AC, came to know that terrorists had succeeded in slipping 
through the cordon, taking advantage of foggy weather and undulating ground from the 
north of village. Situation was reviewed and while main search party was asked to return 
to their Coy Headquarter, a small team comprising of 11 personnel under the charge of 
Shri Kundan Prasad AC, stayed back in one of the deserted house at the outskirt, in the. 
north of village, so as to give an impression that entire cordon and search had been called 
off and the party had returned with disappointment. After 13 hours of wait around 1700 
hrs two suspicious persons wearing FI RAN were noticed by the police party from north 
approaching towards the village. Immediately 11 member team was divided in to four sub 
groups and was directed to take position at different vintage points to prevent escape. The 
militants were able to smell the movement of Forces and opened fire on the nearest group. 
One of the bullets hit the helmet of Constable Milap Chand who had miraculous escape. 
Realizing that the long exchange of fire would help the terrorists in escaping in the 
darkness, Shri Kundan Prasad, AC along with HC Surjeet Singh decided to occupy a 
dominating position above the terrorist. This required running in open field for almost 30 
yards directly in line of fire of the terrorist. Shri Kundan Prasad, AC. was determined to 
complete the operation before the darkness, hence, alongwith HC Surjeet Singh decided to 
take the risk, in pin down the terrorist Shri Kundan Prasad, AC ordered the sub-group in 
the West to engage them with fire. Taking advantage of this covering fire, he along with 
HC Surjeet Singh in dare devil act, ran in open stretch of almost 30 yards, through a maze 
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of bullets in cross fire and managed to occupy a dominating position behind the terrorists. 
Both of them were fired upon by militants from a close distance but swift movement of the 
personnel and poor visibility did not permit correct aiming and it was a providential escape 
for noth of them. Before terrorists could escape Shri Kundan Prasad, AC and HC Surjeet 
Si ngh opened fire and succeeded in killing one of the militants later identified as Manzoor 
Ahmed Bhatt S/o Gulam Ahmed Bhatt, r/o Watlar, Gandherbal. The other militant-taking 
the advantage of foggy weather managed to escape towards fjorest land adjacent to village. 
Shri Kundan Prasad AC, immediately re-organised his team to chase the terrorist and at the 
same time sought the help of Coy Headquarter to send the men to block the escape route of 
the militant from eastern flank of the forest. Inspector Bhagwati Prasad alongwith 
lemforccmcnt reached and started combing the mountain forest area from east to west 
direction. The terrorist hiding behind the bush could not escape the observant eyes of 
Constable Netra Singh. The low visibility had reduced the gap between terrorist and 
search party to almost 5 yards. Noticing the hiding terrorist, who was priming the grenade 
to throw at them. Ct. Netra Singh fired with reflex action before the terrorist could throw 
the grenade, killing the terrorist later identified as Fayaaz 1 Ahmed Reshi s/o Gulam Ahmed 
Reshi. r/o Kandipora, Distt. Anantnag ( J&K). (i) AK-56, 2lNos (ii) Rounds AK-56, 264 
Nos (iii) UBGL Grenades 09 Nos (iv) Grenade ( Hand) 04 Nos (v) Rocket - 03 Nos ( vi) 
Pistol (Chinees) - 01 No.& (vii) VHF Sets- 02 Nos ( Foreign make) were recovered after 
the opera! ion.
